Fewer Combines 
South of Border 

Due to considerable reduction in 
the harvest of grain crops in the 
United States, fewer Canadian com¬ 
bines will cross the border to as¬ 
sist in havesting operation there 
during the spring and summer, it 
was announced by Honourable 
Humphrey Mitchell, Minister of 
Labour. 

Mr. Mitchell stated that It was 
not. yet known how many Can¬ 
adian combines would be needed 
for the harvest In the States but 
\JS. authorities had indicated that 
the number would certainly be re¬ 
duced this year. He stated the 
Department of Labour had been 
asked to report that some farmers, 
who had been granted harvesting 
immigration permits last year and 
who wunted to return again this 
year, would probably have toifor- 
go the trip. Certainly. Canadians 
should not commit themselves to 
the purchase of expensive harvest¬ 
ing equipment with a view to em¬ 
ploying it in the United States. Mr. 
Mitchell warned. The minister ex¬ 
plained that entry into the U.S. 
will be restricted by United States 
authorities. However, a meeting is 
being held in Kansas City on May 
4th which will be attended by all 
small-grains growing States, the 
Dominion Department of Labour 
and representatives of Interested 
province*. At this meeting, a rea-

sonably accurate estimate will be 
made of the number of Canadian 
combines required for harvesting 
accross the border. 

A meeting was held recently in 
Winnipeg in connection with the 
combine movement, attended by 
representatives of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment, the three Prairie Provinces, 
the Unemployment Insurance Com¬ 
mission (Prairie Region) and the 
Dominion Department of Labour. 
It was stated quite definitely by 
U.S. officials that the crops in the 
United States would be consider¬ 
ably smaller than last year. 

After Interprovincial discussion, 
it was agreed that the allotment 
of combines allowed to each prov-' 
Ince for U.S. harvests would be: 
Saskatchewan 53 per cent; Alberta 
23 per cent; and Manitoba 22 per 
cent and the remaining two per 
cent can be divided between Ont¬ 
ario and British Columbia. 

It was pointed out that many 
western people were buying com¬ 
bines this year in expectation that 
they would be permitted to go to 
the United States for the harvest. 
Estimates by provinces were tjiat 
the total number of applications 
might amount to between 2,700 
and 3,000, and it was expected that 
a considerable percentage of those 
desiring to go would have to be 
refused permits.

VALUE OF WHEAT CROP 
Total wheat production in Can¬ 
ada in 1947 was 304.758.000 bushels, 
the current value of which is es¬ 
timated at $397,695,000, not includ¬ 
ing the value of the participation 
payments from the five-year pool, 
says the latest issue of the Current 
Review^ of Agricultural Conditions 
in Canada, issued by the Economic 
Division, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. Of the total yield the 
Tralrie Provinces accounted for 
319 million bushels, of which Man¬ 
itoba produced 43 million. Saskat¬ 
chewan 173 million and Alberta 103 
nliUlon bushels.

There was research into the life, habits 
and sufferings of the ostrich. Whatever the truth of 
these tales, they made quite an impression amongst 
the men-folk. And in those days men were the last 
word in authority. Women were more or less com¬ 
pelled to abide by edicts of the sterner sex. The re¬ 
sult was that birds went completely out of style, ev¬ 
en to sections of birds such as rich, smooth breasts 
or one little wing and a beak. 

The question is, will it all have to be done over 
again? And if it has, will modern man be able to 
cope? Has he that Anal authority that was assumed 
and maintained by his grandfather, or has he gone 
soft , . 

Of course it must be remembered that this revolt 
against wanton bird destruction was an expression 
of sentiment in the merciful nineties. There’s been a 
great deal of violence and brutality in intervening 
years, so much so that to protest the killing of a 
bright plumaged bird for my lady’s adornment might 
seem like straining at a gnat.

HELP IN CASE OF ACCIDENT 


POISONED WOUNDS—From bite of animal—Treat immediately. Wash under running water to remove an¬ 
imal saliva. Have patient lie down and remain quiet. Apply ligature or bandage above wound to prevent 
spread of poison. With tip of knife or razor blade, sterilized by passing through flame, if possible, cut into 
wound, a depth of « to W inch over each fang mark, and let poison out. Apply suction, or if no other means 
available, suck the wound out by mouth, provided there are no open sores or wounds in mouth, and remove as 
much poison as possible from it^Be careful not to swallow. Continue suction for about half an hour. Cauter¬ 
ize with nitric acid, chloride of zinc or nitrate of silver, or by applying white hot iron. Give patient stim¬ 
ulants and rush to doctor at once. *

(Experimental Farms News) . 

Soil erosion occurs mostly on tal¬ 
low land and regardless of the pre¬ 
cautions taken, fallow land usually 
will be more sub)ect to soil erosion 
than land in crop. A reduction in 
the fallow acreage as an aid to 
soil conservation obviously merits 
consideration, says H. Chester, 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge, Alta. 

In the dry land investigation at 
Lethbridge summerfalldw has been 
under test in rotations for 35 years. 
The cumulative effect of continu¬ 
ous cropping, fallowing every other 
year and fallowing every third year 
cun best be evaluated by consider¬ 
ing the average results in the past 
ten years. These results indicate 


that there is little difference In the 
amount of wheat produced from an 
equal amount of land under cul¬ 
tivation whether all of the land 
was in crop, two-third in crop and 
one-third fallowed or one-half in 
crop and one-half fallowed. The 
yields respectively were 13.4, 14.0 
and 13.3 bushels per acre. Weeds, 
too, have been about the same on 
all fields. Soil erosion, however, has 
been more completely and more 
easily controlled where summer- 
fallow was eliminated. A study of 
these records show that the crop 
on stubble can be considered a fail¬ 
ure once in four years, and as may 
be expected, these failures were to

a large extent associated with low 
moistures reserves. In actual prac¬ 
tice a farmer would not have seed¬ 
ed extensively on stubble In those 
unpromising years. 

Perhaps the present system of 
cropping Is too rigid and that more 
flexibility with'a greater percent¬ 
age of land in crop would be more 
profitable and result in less dan¬ 
ger from soil erosion. 

The present organization of the 
Pincher Creek sub-station indicates 
a forward step in soil conservation 
practices. Of the total cultivated 
acreage of 590 acres in 1946, only 
$2 acres were in fallow and of this, 
75 acres were seeded to clover in 
the fall. There were 88 acres in 
hay, mostly brome and alfalfa, 153 
acres in oats and barley and 257 
acres in wheat. Barley is used in 
weed control. A sloping field of 
over 200 acres is farmed on the 
contour and drainageways have 
been seeded Vo brome for seed pro¬ 
duction. Another interesting fea¬ 
ture of this station is the increase 
in livestock maintained to make 
use of the diversified crops pro¬ 
duced! ■ 

It would appear that the sum- 
merfallow acreage can be reduced 
iii many areas of the prairies. Such
